Highway 63 
solutions 
due June 29 


Treacherous. The 

teeming traffic on the 
highway — the only 
aii-weather road into 
Fort McMurray — isn't 
expected to let up 


Alberta Premier Alison Red- 
ford says she wants solutions 
within six weeks on ways to 
fast-track the twinning of the 
notorious high-density high¬ 
way to the oilsands. 

Redford, speaking in Fort 
McMurray Tuesday, said she 
has directed the area MLA, 


Mike Allen, to conduct re¬ 
search and make recommen¬ 
dations both on twinning 
Highway 63 and on short-term 
measures to improve safety. 

Allen is to deliver those 
ideas to Transportation Minis¬ 
ter Ric Mclver before the end 
of June. 

“This government needs 
to do what it can to ensure 
Albertans who travel Highway 
63 get home safely,” said Red- 
ford. 

Highway 63, a 240-kilo- 
metre stretch of undivided 
highway — one lane run¬ 
ning in each direction — has 
become a knotty financial 
problem for the province and 


a heartbreaking, flattop back¬ 
drop to hundreds of crashes 
and deaths. 

Last month, two children 
and a pregnant woman were 
among seven people killed in 
a flery head-on crash. 

Those deaths have sparked 
renewed demands from area 
residents to twin the road. 
There was a recent public 
rally in Fort McMurray and 
thousands more have signed 
an online petition. 

Police have also since con¬ 
ducted crackdown operations 
on the highway and on the 
parallel secondary Highway 
881 resulting in hundreds of

There were 58 
impaired driving charges 
and 3,901 speeding viola¬ 
tions. 

STARS air ambulance 
in Alberta also responded 
to 26 emergencies, half of 
them medical emergen¬ 
cies and the other half 
traumatic accidents, said 
spokesperson Cameron 
Heke.

Alberta’s legislature resumes 
Wednesday for a brief sitting 
that will see the government 
OK a new pay deal for polit¬ 
icians, but reject a recom¬ 
mendation to drastically hike 
Premier Alison Redford’s sal¬ 
ary. 

Government House Leader 
Dave Hancock says Redford 
has already made it clear she 
won’t accept a recommenda¬ 
tion to hike her annual pay 


from $200,000 to $335,000 
within two years. 

“I think everybody agrees 
that’s too high, too much of 
an increase,” Hancock said. 

That recommendation was 
one of many made earlier this 
month in a report by retired 
Supreme Court Justice John 
Major. 

Hancock said the govern¬ 
ment will proceed with al¬ 
most all of the rest of Major’s 
recommendations. 

He said while Major rec¬ 
ommends more than a quar¬ 
ter of the base salary be kept 
tax-free, the government will 
move instead to make the 
whole $134,000 taxable. 

The new pay rules will see 
the politicians earn shghtly 
less than what they are now, 
but Shayne Saskiw of the op¬ 
position Wildrose party says

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Health care. Neonatal 
experts provide boost 
to St. Albert hospital 



First-time parents Danusia and 
Brett Gale are grateful neonatal 
nurse practitioners (NNPs) 
now provide care for at-risk 
newborns at the Sturgeon Com¬ 
munity Hospital. 

When the Edmonton 
couple’s son Matheson was 
delivered by C-section two 
weeks ago, NNP Tara Follett 
saw the baby was becoming 
dehydrated and within a day, 
transferred him to the NICU 
at the Stolleiy Hospital. She 
followed his progress there 
too, to the relief of the new 
parents. 

“It was calming to have 
Tara, with her extra level of 
training and expertise, caring 
for our baby at both sites,” said 
Brett. “It was definitely peace 
of mind for us.” 


This innovative initiative 
— beheved to be the first of its 
kind in North America — has 
caught the attention of the 
2012 Neonatal Advanced Prac¬ 
tice Nursing Forum, a major 
conference set for this May 
30-Jime 1 in Washington, D.C., 
that has invited the NNPs to 
share details of the program’s 
success. 

With some 2,700 babies 
bom at the Sturgeon every 
year, and 20 per cent becoming 
high-risk, it was a natural fit to 
bring the Stolleiy-based NNPs 
of the Northern Alberta Neo¬ 
natal Intensive Care Program to 
the low-risk centre. 

“It’s a safer type of care — a 
great team approach,” said 
Follett.

Rather than dismissing a sen¬ 
ior Edmonton Mountie for 
disgraceful conduct, he has 
been fined 10 days worth of 
pay, demoted one ranking 
and transferred to a detach¬ 
ment in B.C. 


Staff Sgt. Don Ray — now a 
sergeant — faced complaints 
such as having sex with sub¬ 
ordinates and exposing him¬ 
self to a co-worker between 
2006 and 2009 while leading 
the behavioural-sciences unit 
at RCMP K Division headquar¬ 
ters. 

An investigation began in 
August 2009, and a report by 


an internal disciplinary board 
was made public Tuesday. 

“I’m glad that whoever an- 
on 5 miously decided to report 
this, did,” K Division Chief 
Supt. Marlin Degrand said at 
a news conference, noting 
he hopes those involved take 
“solace and comfort” that the 
RCMP reacted as “quickly and 
swiftly” as they could. 


Ray admitted to seven 
counts of disgraceful conduct 
including offering drinks 
to subordinates, having sex 
with a civilian subordinate 
and exposing himself to a co¬ 
worker. He also admitted to 
sex with co-workers in both 
the polygraph office and a 
car, among other transgres¬ 
sions. 

Degrand said Ray’s re¬ 
morse, early acceptance of 
wrongdoing and perform¬ 
ance measures fac¬ 
tored into the 
board’s decision.

While hard numbers on pos¬ 
sible staffing freezes or cuts 
won’t be known until the 
budget is finalized and ap¬ 
proved in June, the Edmonton 


Public School Board (EPSB) is 
pleased with its first look at 
the proposed school budget 
for 2012-2013. 

Calling it balanced and 
sensible, trustees put a ten¬ 
tative stamp of approval on 
funding for the next school 
year, sa 5 dng the provincial 
government is in step with 
the priorities of the school 
board. 

“This budget mirrors our 
commitment for equity to 
all our schools and students,” 
said EPSB chair David Col¬ 
burn, pointing to a balanced 
budget that will see $7 million 


By the numbers

of 3-8 per cent from 
last year, but still $13-9 
million short of planned 
expenditures. 


of $13.8 milhon in reserve 
funds go directly to schools. 

“Drawing our reserves 
year after year puts us in an 
increasingly tenuous pos¬ 
ition, so it’s not that it’s a 
good-news budget, but we 


have some positive increases, 
too. We need to work within 
our means.” 

Edgar Schmidt, super¬ 
intendent of schools, said 
that as a district, EPSB needs 
to manage expectations of 
staff and the community, 
balancing reasonable class 
sizes, staffing and supports 
to students through central 
services. 

“Our budget-review com¬ 
mittee looks at all these 
areas,” Schmidt said. 

More concrete budget 
numbers will come at the 
EPSB meeting June 12.

Supporter’s story. 

Greyhound attacker 
speaks out in an 
interview with head 
of the Manitoba 
Schizophrenia Society 


A supporter of the man who 
beheaded a fellow passenger 
on a Greyhound bus in Mani¬ 
toba says the man thought he 
was attacking an alien. 

The attacker, Vince Li, 
gave an interview to Chris 
Summerville, head of the 
Manitoba Schizophrenia So¬ 
ciety, who says Li has been 
treated unfairly by the public 
and the media. 

Summerville says Li told 
him he heard voices that said 
fellow passenger Tim McLean 


was an alien who had to be 
killed to protect others. 

Li is a schizophrenic and 
was found not criminally re¬ 
sponsible for the crime. 

He has been confined to a 
mental hospital, but has been 
granted the right to escorted 
trips off the hospital grounds 
and into Selkirk, Man. 

Summerville says Li told 
him during the 45-minute 
interview that he wants for¬ 
giveness from the victim’s 
family. 

Li took out a knife and 
suddenly attacked McLean, a 
stranger and young carnival 
worker who was sitting be¬ 
side him on the bus, in July 
2008. 

As the bus stopped and 
horrified passengers fled, Li 
carved up McLean’s body and 
ate portions of it.

A river of red-clad protesters 
rippled through downtown 
Montreal on Tuesday to mark 
the 100th day of (Quebec’s stu¬ 
dent strikes. 

Parallel events were be¬ 
ing organized in Calgary, To¬ 
ronto, Vancouver, New York 
and Paris. 

In France, a few hundred 
people, including many (Que¬ 
becers, congregated near 
Paris’ famous Notre Dame 
Cathedral. 

There were two demon¬ 


strations scheduled in New 
York: One at Rockefeller 
Plaza where (Quebec govern¬ 
ment offices are located, and 
another at Washington Park. 

In Montreal, tens of thou¬ 
sands of people clogged the 
city core in a festive, multi¬ 
headed march designed to 
make a mockery of a new 
provincial law that demands 
protest routes be approved in 
advance.

Syria. Rebels intercept 
vehicles and abduct 
11 Lebanese Shiites, 
sparking protest 


The leader of Lebanon’s Shiite 
militant group Hezbollah ap¬ 
pealed for calm Tuesday after 
people blocked roads and 
burned tires m Beirut to protest 
the kidnapping of 11 Lebanese 
Shiites in neighbouring Syria. 

The abductions, in Syria’s 
northern Aleppo province, 
threatened to ignite dangerous 
sectarian tensions and fuelled 
fears that Lebanon is getting 
drawn into the chaos next door. 

The Lebanese were on their 
way home from a religious 
pilgrimage in Iran when Syr¬ 
ian rebels intercepted their 
vehicles, Syria’s state-run SANA 
news agency said. The rebels 
abducted the 11 men and a Syr¬ 
ian driver. The women were 
released. 

Lebanese security ofiicials 


confirmed the kidnapping. 

As the news of the kidnap¬ 
pings spread, residents of the 
southern suburbs of Beirut, a 
Shiite area, took to the streets 
and burned tires and blocked 
roads m protest. 

The leader of HezboUah, 
a strong ally of the Syrian re¬ 
gime, appealed for calm and 
warned his followers against re¬ 
venge attacks targeting Syrians. 

“This is strictly prohibited,” 
Sheik Hassan NasraUah said in 
a televised speech. 

He said the Lebanese gov¬ 
ernment must press for the pil¬ 
grims’ release. 

The spark for the violence 
was the killing Simday of 
Sheik Ahmed Abdul-Wahid, an 
anti-Syrian Simni cleric, and 
his bodyguard in northern 
Lebanon. A Lebanese soldier 
shot the men, apparently after 
they failed to stop at an army 
checkpoint. The killing fuelled 
deep anger over the perceived 
support of some of Lebanon’s 
security forces for the Syrian 
regime, the assoqated press

Egypt’s Copts hope to 
avert Islamist victory 



Crucial vote. Already 
marginalized, Egypt’s 
Christians fear things 
could get much worse

Election fever has even come to 
Cairo’s Garbage City, the huge 
neighbourhood built on — and 
living from — the waste of the 
Egyptian capital. 

The tens of thousands of 
impoverished residents of 
the district are almost all 
Christians, also known as 
Copts. For generations, they 
have collected the garbage 
from the city of nearly 20 
million; they sort it, then re¬ 
cycle and sell what they can. 
Their homes are built in and 
around piles of the refuse, 
where their livestock graze. 

like other Egyptians, they 
are now savouring the prospect 
of having their voice heard as 
the coimfry begins voting on 
Wednesday for a new president, 
the first since the ouster last 


year of longtime leader Hosni 
Mubarak. 

The overwhelming concern 
for many of them is to stop an 
Islamist candidate from win¬ 
ning. Many of Eg 52 pt’s Chris¬ 
tian minority — about 20 per 
cent of the population of 85 
million — are worried that if 
the fundamentalist Muslim 
Brotherhood candidate wins 
and moves to implement Is¬ 
lamic law, they will suffer 


greater discrimination. 

As a result, many are turn¬ 
ing to the most anti-Islamist 
candidate on the slate of 13 
hopefuls; Ahmed Shafiq, a 
former air-force command¬ 
er who was Mubarak’s last 
prime minister. 

Anwar Rizk, a garbage col¬ 
lector in the neighbourhood, 
says he’s backing Shafiq be¬ 
cause “I fear the Muslim Bro¬ 
therhood and the Salafis,” 


referring to a movement of 
ultraconservative Islamists. 

“We have Muslims living 
here as our brothers in very good 
conditions, but I fear the Mus¬ 
lim Brotherhood because they 
are only after their own good.”

Ronald Reagan blood vial over eating solution

A Channel Islands auction 
house says it’s selling a vial 
that allegedly contains blood 
residue from Ronald Reagan 
— a move denounced Tuesday 
by the late U.S. president’s 
foundation. 

The vial being auctioned 
online was used by the lab¬ 


oratory that tested Reagan’s 
blood when he was hospital¬ 
ized after a 1981 assassination 
attempt in Washington, the 
PFC Auctions house said. 

John Heubusch, executive 
director of the Ronald Rea¬ 
gan Presidential Foundation 
in California, condemned the 
auction and vowed to try to 
halt it. 

“If indeed this story is 
true, it’s a craven act and we 
will use every legal means 
to stop its sale or purchase,” 
Heubusch said in a statement. 
“We’ve spoken to George 
Washington Hospital and are 


assured an investigation, as to 
how something like this could 
possibly happen, is underway 
“Any individual, including 
a president, should feel confi¬ 
dent that once they enter into 
the care of a medical system 


their privacy and rights are 
held inviolable,” he said. 

The bidding for the vial 
passed the $11,000 US mark 
Tuesday, the house said, and 
the auction ends Thursday

Researchers from Cornell Uni¬ 
versity may have found an ori¬ 
ginal colour-based solution to 
over-eating. 

An experiment conducted 
on 98 college students found 
that people ate less when 
they were confronted by ed¬ 
ible “stop signs.” The research 
team inserted potato chips 
that had been dyed red at 
intervals of five to seven into 
a tube. On average, these stu¬ 
dents ate 52 per cent less than 
those eating from tubes of 
regularly coloured chips, re¬ 
searchers claimed. 

“We find (the red chips) 


provide an interruption. They 
say, ‘Am I really that hun¬ 
gry?’” Brian Walsink, lead 
researcher and author of 
Mindless Eating, told Metro. 
“The people didn’t know what 
the red chips meant, but al¬ 
most all of them ate one or 
two past it and then stopped.” 

Walsink attributes the 
findings to a disruption of 
the widespread “auto-eater” 
S 3 mdrome. “We are almost 
all mindless eaters and even 
the most controlled person is 
not aware of how food influ¬ 
ences them,” he said.

Moves by the federal govern¬ 
ment to tighten mortgage-lend¬ 
ing rules aren’t doing enough to 
cool the housing market in the 
hottest regions in the coimtiy, 
the Organization for Economic 
Co-operation and Development 
said Tuesday. 

OECD senior economist 
Peter Jarrett said while some 
areas will benefit from the 
changes, red-hot markets like 
Toronto are unaffected by the 
more restrictive rules. 

“The risks are that people 
put too many eggs in one bas¬ 
ket,” Jarrett said in warning 
that low rates entice homebuy- 
ers to borrow more than they 
can sustain at higher rates.

The posted rate for a vari¬ 
able-rate mortgage at Canada’s 
big banks stands at prime plus 
0.2 percentage points, or rough¬ 
ly 3.2 per cent. 

“If rates go up something 
like we are suggesting, then 
mortgage rates 'v^ be in more 
like the five per cent range,” Jar¬ 
rett said. 

The OECD has suggested the 
Bank of Canada begin to raise 
interest rates this fall with a tar¬ 
get of 2.25 per cent by the end 
of next year, up from one per 
cent where it has stood since 
September 2010. 


“We feel that at least in the 
hottest real-estate markets, par¬ 
ticularly Toronto, that would 
be a good signal that people 
should think twice about con¬ 
tinuing to leverage up in order 
to buy more house than maybe 
they really need,” Jarrett said. 

The Paris-based internation¬ 
al-development body recom¬ 
mended last year that the 
Bank of Canada look to start 
raising interest rates, but it 
was ignored as the European 
sovereign-debt crisis rocked the 
global economy and prompted 
the central bank to remain on 
hold. 

Jarrett said as long as the 
European crisis doesn’t explode 
again this summer, higher rates 
will be justified. 

Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney and Finance Min¬ 
ister Jim Flaherty have both 
warned Canadians repeatedly 
that higher interest rates are 
coming as rates have lingered 
near historic lows for years.

Facebook’s stock slide deepens 


Facebook’s newly public 
stock slid further on its 
third trading day as invest¬ 
ors reconsidered how much 
the social network is worth. 

The company’s long- 
anticipated initial public 
offering of stock raised 
$16 billion US, valuing the 
company at $104 billion — 
more than Amazon.com, at 
$98 billion. 

But Facebook’s stock has 
plunged after the IPO. It fin¬ 
ished Tuesday down $3.03, 
or 8.9 per cent, from Mon¬ 
day to $31. 


Google, meanwhile, is 
worth nearly $200 billion. 

The downward spiral 
has left some people sitting 
on big losses and others 
scratching their heads. 
After all, nothing funda¬ 
mental has changed at Face- 
book in the days since the 
much-hyped company came 
to Nasdaq Stock Market 
with a ticker symbol of FB. 

Facebook still has more 
than 900 million users, its 
28-year-old founder Mark 
Zuckerberg controls the 
company, and it is still one 


of the few profitable inter¬ 
net companies to go public. 

Facebook’s IPO — like 
Netscape’s in 1995 and Goo¬ 
gle’s in 2004 — was billed 
as a milestone moment. But 
investors don’t seem con¬ 
vinced. 

Facebook’s stock closed 
Monday at $34.03, down 
11 per cent from Friday’s 
closing price of $38.23. The 
investment banks that ar¬ 
ranged Facebook’s offering 
set a price of $38 on Thurs¬ 
day.

1 . Preheat the oven to 
350 F (180 C). Toast the al¬ 
monds on a baking sheet 
until they are golden and 
fragrant, about eight min¬ 
utes. 

2 . Place the yolks in a 
large mixing bowl, cover 
the bowl with plastic wrap 
and set aside until ready 
to use.

3 . Add mushrooms, salt and 
pepper; saute for six to eight 
minutes or until well browned 
and soft. Remove from heat and 
add smoked paprika and cream 
cheese; stir to combine. Let 
mixture cool for five minutes. 

4 . In a bowl, mix together 
mushroom mixture and beef; 
set aside. 

5 . On a lightly floured surface, 
umoU one of the prepared 
pie crusts. Cut six circles from 
the crust. Each circle needs 
to be large enough to fit into 
the muffin cups, come up the 
sides and overhang the upper 
edge by about 1 cm (1/2 inch). 
Fit one circle into each muffin 
cup. Spoon meat filling evenly 
among cups. 

6 . From the second crust, cut 
out six smaller circles to fit on 
top of the mufiin pies. With 
your fingers or a fork, crimp 


aroimd the edges to seal each 
pie. Brush tops of pies with 
beaten egg and cut a slit in the 
top crust to vent. 

7 . Bake in 400 F (200 C) oven 
for 15 to 20 minutes or imtil 
golden brown and a thermom¬ 
eter inserted into the centre 


reaches 74 C (165 F). Pie can be 
served warm or cooled to room 
temperature.

In one comer there’s an as¬ 
sortment of garage crap that 
Peter Walsh simply calls the 
“are-you-lddding-me!” pile. 
Across the way, there’s a date¬ 
less stack of seasonal “stuff” 
apparently meant to celebrate 
the spirit of Christmas. 

Walsh, the famous Clutter 
Buster from the Oprah Win¬ 
frey Show, is trying to develop 
a clean-up plan as he scans 
this jumble mess that includes 
ever^dhing from pet carri¬ 
ers and sports equipment, to 
1970s music posters and cans 
of motor oil that may be older 
yet. 

Sound familiar? 

Without detection, your 
garage has again transformed 
from an organized storage 
space and a s^e place to keep 
a vehicle into a purgatory for 
items that fit nowhere else. 
A walk-in junk drawer, if you 
will. 

“Garages are the elephant 
burial ground of the 21st cen¬ 
tury,” Walsh said in a recent 
article posted on Oprah.com. 
“Stuff goes in. Stuff never 
comes out.” 

So what’s the best approach 
to sorting and cleaning garage 
clutter, without going missing 
while you’re on the job site? 

Walsh offers a simple and 
inexpensive three-step plan 
to help reclaim and organize 
your estranged garage space. 

Step 1 

Take full inventory and spare 
no prisoners 

Any garage makeover must 
start with what Walsh calls 
“clutter-cide,” a test of separa¬ 
tion anxiety that forces folks to

let go of things “I might need 
someday”. 

Every item goes in one of 
four piles: keep; sell; donate; 
or dumpster. The memories in 
the mess often make this step 
difficult to get through, but 
keeping the sentiment out of 
the clean up makes the garage 
a happier place. 

A good rule of thumb is if 
you haven’t needed something 
in the last year, you won’t need 
it in the next decade. 

Step 2 

Mark your turf 

Obviously, adequate park¬ 
ing space is the top priority 
in most garages. But holiday 
decorations, gardening tools 
and sports gear are also stor¬ 
age staples. 

To keep common items best 
organized, Walsh stressed that 
using tape or paint to divide 
the garage into specific stor¬ 
age “zones” makes certain that 
Santa isn’t sharing his space 
with a common lawn gnome. 

“When everything has a 
designated area,” Walsh said, 
“you always know where it 
belongs, which helps set limits 
on volume.” 

Specific storage zones will 
also help everyone know vis¬ 
ually what goes where, and 
increase the odds the baseball 
bat gets returned to sporting 
goods and not put in with 
auto parts. Pegboard is another 
cheap and easy way to hang 
tools and keep your garage or¬ 
ganized when the toolbox be¬ 
comes too stuffed to latch. 

Steps 

Store with purpose 

This is the part of the process 
where inventory clearance 
and space management show 
desired results. Storing boxes 
vertically maximizes garage 
space and keeps property 
best organized. And Walsh 
stresses that plastic bins are 
the only way to store because 
they can be stacked, they are 
sturdy, and they come in dif¬ 
ferent colours and sizes for 


easy inventory recognition. 
Being liquid proof also has its 
advantages in a garage setting. 
All bins should be colour-coded 
by contents (perhaps red for 
holiday for example), labelled 
and stacked where the most 
frequently used items are the 
most accessible. In a perfect 
garage, shelves are used for 
storage and nothing is kept 
on the floor, allowing for easy 


cleaning. But different budgets 
bring less-than-perfect options. 
If money is no object, garage 
makeover companies are pop¬ 
ping up all over the web and 
elsewhere. But for the more 
fhigal, the following is a short 
list of more do-it-yourself tips 
that go a long way. 

Rent A Dumpster 

Anyone who has ever gut¬

An internet search for 
“dumpster rental” will give a 
comparison of local prices, and 
for about the cost of dinner for 
four out on the town, a com¬ 
pany will deliver and pick up a 
10-yard dumpster that will pay 
for itself in convenience and 
time saved. 

Plastic Preferred 

Walsh warns that rodents love 
to chew wire coatings in cars 
and homes, and plastic stor¬ 
age bins with locking hds help 
to keep them out. Cardboard 
boxes, unprotected paper and 
loose fabrics provide a “mice” 
place for these pests to thrive 
... and multiply. 

Chemical Care 

The temptation during gar¬ 
age clean up is to stuff all of 
those unwanted chemicals and 
paint cans into a garbage bag, 
and send them off to a landflll 
near you. That’s obviously a 


bad idea given the contamin¬ 
ants these products put into 
the soil and groimdwater. The 
website earth911.com offers a 
recycling directory for safe and 
nearby disposal of these toxic 
materials. 

Magnetic personality 

Magnetic knife holders sold at 
any kitchen supply store can 
be easily mounted to any wall 
or pegboard and will extend 
the life of paintbrushes by 
keeping the bristles clean and 
damage free during drying and 
storage. Other metal tools and 
utensils can also be conven¬ 
iently himg and kept out of the 
way on these magnetic strips. 

But even the best inten¬ 
tions and organization require 
ongoing maintenance when it 
comes to keeping your space 
clean. Because without some 
routine attention, Santa and 
the lawn gnome would both 
tell you that nothing clutters 
up around the house faster 
than a garage.
